In a public statement, the coffee 


men charged that the wheat-coffee 
trade announcement was made af- 
ter both Chairman James C. Stone 
of the farm board and George S. 
Milnor of the Grain Stabilization 
corporation had denied' such a 
barter was being actively con- 
sidered. 
"As a result of the arrangement 
between the farm Board" and Bra- 
zil, the United States govsrnmcnt, 
through the farm board, becomes 
the largest single' owner of coffee 
in the United States," the Coffee 
Roasters association ' said.

\vo and one-quarter million dollars 
Curing the 1930-1931 term, the an- 
lual report of County Supcrintend- 
nt Jeose J. Correll. leleased Satur- 


day, shows. The total enrollment lor 
oth grade and high schools during 
his period was 21,397. 
Lincoln's school, with an enroll- 
ment of 8,957 boys and 8,865 girls, 
lecessitated an expenditure ol $2,- 
82,606. The rural schools of the 
ounty cost $132,364, while it took 
157,402 for the operation ot the vil- 
ase school systems 
The report shows that 753 teach- 
rs were employed in the county of 
A'hom 673 were women and 80 were 
men. 
In the 114 lural schools of the 
ounty last year there was not a 
.angle man teacher. Only one man 
las been hired in these schools lor 
the coming year, according to re- 
ports reaching the county superm- 
endent's office. 
In Lincoln there 
vere 540 teachers ol which 496 were 
women and 54 were men. 
Salaries of Teachers. 
In Lincoln the average monthly 


vage ot men teachers was $197.61 
and that of women was S181.49. In 
he rurai schools the average 
lor 


joth sexes, was $82. The rural schools 
xpended $92,522 98 for teachers' sal- 
aries The Lincoln school system 
:pent $?78 439 for the same purpose, 
if which $781,201 was paid to women 
and only 597,238 to men 
School sites are valued at $7,810.-

Lincoln last year had available

For instructional purposes, 
including special adult education, 
the district expended $1,070.131. Of 
;his amount $522,477 was expended 
in the grades, $529 697 in the high 
schools and 317,957 for adult edu- 
cation 
Operation costs for the Lincoln 


schools, such as janitors, fuel, and 
lieht were $206,033. Maintenance 
of the school plants took $72,192. 
Auxiliary agencies, including librar- 
ies, 
health programs, and recrea- 
tion accounted for $179,214. Of this 
last item, $85,083 was exoended in 
the grades and $94,126 in the high 
schools. Fixed charges like insur- 
ance and rent took $15,429 
For 
debt service, consisting largely of 
payments on district bonds, $402,- 
370 was spent. 
The Lincoln school system has 
outstanding district bonds of $4,- 
449,000, which is its sole form of 
debt.

China Seeks Half Surplus Wheat Farm 


Board Holds to Feed Starring Millions 


WASHINGTON—(I. N.~S.)—Whatj 
world of contrast human beings 


are continually embattled with in 
heir ever-present struggle to ad- 
ust themselves to widely varying 
economic cycles and different phases 
of servitude. 


In general, there is nothing truer 


than "half of the world doesn't 
know how the other half lives." Just 
now. in this era of depression, most 
of the peoples of the world are too 
acutely conscious of mankind's mis- 
fortunes, but with knowledge does 
not necessarily come solution. 
Today witnesses almost an un- 
paralleled condition existing betv.-een 
America and China as regards food- 
stuffs. While millions of yellow 
coolies are starving to death in the 
flood-swept Yangtse valley, 200,000,- 
)00 bushels of wheat are stored in 
the grain vaults of the federal farm 
board. Yet, with such volumes of 
tood in government coffers, America 
itself is not free from hungry thou- 
sands. 
The key to the puzzle which grips 
ihe world today in its relentless vise, 
spreading suffering to every country 
on the globe, has not yet been 
found, but in an effort to make 
practical use of the fortune in food 
field by the farm board, China has 
started negotiations to see whether 
or not one-third or one-half of the 
wheat surplus in America could be 
purchased on "long-term credits" 


Overtures from China, seeking a 
portion of the stored wher , were 
made through former Minister C. C 
Wu to James C. Stone, chairman of 
the federal farm board, some time 
ago, 
but more recently word has 


come direct from the Nationalist 
government, through the American 
consul at Nanking, that China was 
particularly r.nxious to determine to 
what extent the United States would 
"loan" wheat to the Yellow Empire 
in this crucial time of distress. 
The farm board's expressed wish 
that one-third of the cotton crop 
be destroyed in an effort to restore 
the equilibrim of the market, caused 
some fear that similar destruction 
might be .advocated for the surplus 
in grain. 


China, desperate with hordes of 
dead and dying, is anxious to fore- 
stall any move of wanton elimina- 
tion of the stored-up wheat, if such 
action is contemplated, as it feels 
that with time to pay the debt, it 
could make excellent use of a huge 
purchase of American grain. 
Americans, too, probably can be 
said to be of the same mind. This 
country never has been one to sit 
by and see suffering when action 
could prevent' it. 
Samuel R. McKelvie of Nebraska, 
former wheat representative of the 
federal farm board/has broached 
his solution of the problem con- 
fronting the board. The Nebraskan 
has recommended that congress 
dispose of the excess grain as a 
means of domestic relief, thus cur- 
tailing other expenditures to effect 
aid to jobless in America. 
Just how congress. President Hoo- 


ver and the farm board will react 
to Mr. McKeltie's proposal, it is 
difficult to foresee. But it might be 
well to remember that Soviet Rus- 
sia also has a huge supply of wheat 
And it is possible that Russia, play- 
ing for the world's spotlight, may 
deliver grain free to China in a 
grandiose move intended to win it 
acclaim. 
. With the United States and Rus- 
sia both holding vast quantities of 
a staple food, something is bound to 
occur in connection with it.

Their business managers-take care 
of that detail by not matching them against people who can 
make them fall. 


Campolo One Exception- 


This lad Oampolo, the beanpole 


from the Argentine, seems to be 
an exception. He has taken chances 
•with several gents noted more or 
less for their sock delivery, and just 
at this time his signature is on 
contracts to fieht Ernie Schaaf in 
Brooklyn August 27 and 
Charlie

tin? into the ring lately—Campolo 
has shown an entirely unique wil- 
lingness to fight. 
Campolo's height is advertised as 
six feet nine inches. He is under 
that, but big enough, and he weighs 
230 pounds stripped and is a lean 
sort of a guy who doesn't carry any 
fat. He is built like a boxer, not 
like a freak, and he handles him- 
self a good deal like a boxer, in 
this matter being quite unlike most 
of the big beefs now decorating the 
training camps. 


Only One Week Apart. 
In spite of all this, Campolo has 
his nerve in being so ready to go 
on the dotted line with Schaaf and 
Betzlaff a week apart. Schaaf is 
one of the best heavyweights 
in 
the country—perhaps the best. He 
is a well built 200-pounder, height 
6 feet 1 inch. 
He has developed 


slowly through a lot of fighting and 
knows how to box and how to fight. 
One of his recent exploits was a 
one-round knockout of Jimmy Ma- 
Joney. who had weathered 20 rounds 
in the ring with the biggest and 
most imposing looking beef of all, 
Primo Camera, without any trouble 
at all. Schaaf outboxed Tommy 
Loughran in 10 rounds a year ago 
and more recently gave big Max 
Baer a trimming that didn't do the 
latter any good.

Then this Retzlaff, who started 
in the east at Cleveland and who 
has a fast-growing knockout record, 
is anything but an. easv mark. 
Retzlaff has more of the Dempsey 
spirit in him than any 
other 


heavyweight in the game. He tears 
in and keeps tearing. Every blow 
he lets go is intended for a knock- 
out, 
and he has a waspish temper 
in attack.

one has to answer, or at least make 
some attempt to give a partial 
answer to them. Mv-st of the time, 
the problem propounded requires a 
good bit of explanation and the 
answer needs to be so qualified 
that the match would have to be 
held up while the conversation 
took place. 
One of this kind, and it happens 
to be the question most frequently 
asked, is "At v.Iiat point do you 
strike the ball in order to produce 
backspin." 
That sounds easy, but it happens 
that the point of contact is not the 
same for every kind of shot, if it 
were possible to define a point and 
let it go at that, all would t2 well, 
but it is hardly fair to give what 
you know is a. misleading answer 
to an earnest inquirer who flatter- 
ingly thinks you may be able to 
tell "him something. 
rmtHE easiest shot to stop quickly 
JL i» a full shot with arjy kind 
of a lofted iron from a clean He. 
Whenever it is possible to hit hard, 
the application of backspin is a 
simple matter. The only thing nec- 
essary is to avoid hitting the ball 
on the upstroke. 
Strike it a slightly descending 


blow and be sure that the club and 
ball make a fair contact at a point 
on the ball somewhere below the 
plane of its center horizontally. As 
I tried to explain last time, the 
loft of the club will do the rest 
The real difficulty and need for 
skill arises when the shot becomes 
of less than full length. As long as 
the player may strike firmly, he 
should have no trouble, but when 
he comes to play the short mashie- 
nibUc and niblic pitches he must 
watch his step. 
WT MAY be as well to interpose 
JLhere that no man living has 
been able to play - shot with any 
noticeable amount of spin irom a 
lie in fresh clover <r in wet heavy 
grass. In order to make the ball 
spin, the club must grip it. and 
this is impossible when any foreign 
substance interferes with the clean.

James Kesterson, druggist of that 
city, owned Rattler Wilkes, 2:28, 
sire of Thaddeus K., p., 2:15; Mc- 
Ivor, p., 2:17, -and others with 
standard records: one son that be- 
came a sire of speed and two 
daughters that were dams of speed. 


An early stallion at Superior was 


Alfred, 2:09, son of Charles Back- 
man 2536, son of Hambletonian, 10, 
dam by Volunteer, 55, another sou 
of Hambletonian, 10, making Al- 
fred inbred to that great progenitor 
of trotters. 
Alfred was sire of Ophelia, p., 
2:11%, a very successful race mare, 
while three of his daughters be- 
came dams of pacing speed, all of 
which is rather strange, as Alfred 
did not carry a single strain of 
pacing blood.

Nothing pro- 
motes riore enjoyment of the meal 
than pleasant surroundings induced 
by a flood of sunlight. A garden 
outside so situated that it affords 
a pleasant vista when the family is 
at the table adds to the pleasure 
of the room.

a bay of steel windows of the case-

type. 
Casement 
windows, 


with their slender steel bars and 
small panes of Rlass are growing 
in popularity among home owners. 
The out-swinging ventilators catch 
any passing-breeze and deflect cur- 
rents of air into the room.

In other words, cunature is not a hap- 
penstance, but it Is the result ol a deli- 
nito abnormal condition of the muscle.- 
and ligaments which are attached to the 
spine 
Evervone knows that normally a 
muscle possesses a certain degree of tone, 
thus It is. that normally the muscles on 
both sides of the spine being of the same 
tone, pull equally both ways, and as a 
result the spine remains in the median 
line. When, however, the set ol muscles 
one one side pulls mere strongly than 
those on the other, a cunature is bound 
to develop. Now the question arises as 
to why the muscles on one side are in a 
state of contraction more pronounced than 
thos« on tha other.

Bethlehem Lutheran Gor^n^afion 


Had Rural 
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NE hot Sunday morning,- 
when the languid August 


haze hung above the fields 
that lay close to the tiny 
building, a young Missourian, 
tall, slender, with very blue 
eyes, spoke his first words as 
their minister to the mem- 
bers of the small congregation 
sitting before him. 


That congregation is pretty 


much 
gone. 
Grown 
chil- 


dren and grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren of those 
men and women now make 
up the congregation. A new 
church has taken the place of 
the old one. 


But the rich summer fields 


still form the gentle circle for 
the small white edifice. 


And the Missourian, tall, 


slender, with very blue eyes, 
but uith hair and heard white 
with his all but seventy-five 
years, still teaches his gospel, 
of goodness to the people he 
has known and loved and 
helped for years. 
v 


August 28, 1881, the Bethlehem 
Lutheran church of Kiowa, down 
in Thayer county, was dedicated, 
and its pastor, the Rev. John Mey- 
er, its first pastor, was installed. 
The thirtieth of this month, the 
members are honoring their min- 
ister, who has spent all of his fifty 
\ears in the ministry in the serv- 
ice of this one church. Special ser- 
vices have been arranged for the 
morning and for the afternoon. 


Taken life As It Came. 


No matter what life arranges for 
us. we usually picture change and 
adventure as a part of its portion. 
To think of a half century in one 
place cools our ardor of living. But 
the Rev. Mr. Meyer has a saner 
philosophy, 
by 
which he 
has 
learned to live one day at a time. 
"To look forward 
fifty 
years 
seems a long time to a young per- 
son." he said slowly one day last 
wcc.^. Tiff vears Is a long time. 
I" - * never Wed to realize what 
i. rould mean ns a whole. I have 
always been busy, and Tve taken 
life as it came." 
During his half century with the 
Bethlehem charch, which lies be- 
tween Davenport and Deshlcr, nine 
miles from the one. seven from the 
other. Mr. Meyer has baptised «9 
and confirmed 402 He has said 
the cerennonv for 139 couples and 
read the burial service for 170 per- 
sons 
Two other congregations of 
the faith have been organized by 
former members of this church 
"In this day the folks could come 
by auto and we wouldn't need so 
many churches of the same conprc- 
ration. but in those early days, the 
country round-about was an prairie 
There were scarcely any roads, and 
those weren't much more than 
nauddy trails, and too hard to 
travel. The people had to have 
churches closer to them."

Congregation Then 16. 


Fifty years ago, the young ., min- 
ster had a total membership of six- 
;een in his church. Under his care, 
;he little country congregation has 
jrown to forty-six voting members 
md 173 communicant members, 
with a total membership on its rolls 
of 257. 
According to Mr. Meyer, he has 
never found his life in the same 
community monotonous He likes 
the country, he has bad plenty of 
work, the congregation kind and 
friendly, and to him that is reward 
for a life of devoted service To 
he could have found no more 
in any metropolis. 
And of him, the Rev. H. G. Hart- 
ner of Trinity Lutheran church of 
Lincoln says: "Rev. Mr. Meyer is 
considered the greatest scholar in 
our entire national organization. 
Sis knowledge, of Greek and He- 
brew Is profound." 
Mr. Meyer only smiles and shakes 
his head. Tie asserts that "they" 
only "think" that, because he can 
tell them the "real" meaning of the 
original text. 
Pipe Organ In Church. 
The church property of eighteen 
acres with its' buildings is now 
valued at 
$8,000. The 
present 
church structure, 32 by 54 feet in 
size, resembles many another white 
rural church along the busy nigh- 
ways. It has the main auditorium, 
•with a balcony, and was erected in 
1898. 
The church in •which Mr. 
Meyer preached his first sermons 
was 20 by 36 feet, and served for 
school and church In one. In 1905. 
a pipe organ was installed, the first 
in the county. 
Across the road from the church 
is the school, which has an enroll- 
ment of forty-four pupils. F. W. 
Meinke instructs In the lore of the 
first eight grades and Mr. Meyer 
conducts the catechism class. For 
the first decade, the minister was 
also the teacher, but as the num- 
ber of pupils Increased, the double 
duties became too heavy for Mr. 
Meyer. The day school was or- 
ganized in 1881, and the present 
building erected in 1925. 
In those days and for some time 
longer, the Bethlehem -pastor served 
most of the countryside, and down 
into Kansas, so that the Sundav 
service at his own church -was but 
one of his taste. POT years, he 
served congregations in almost the 
entire west half of FUlmore county. 
holding services in the various 
homes, down on the Clay county 
line one Sunday and Tip near the 
York boundary, the nest. Church 
•was later held in a school house, 
•which still stands, snd to which 
people carnc from a distance. 
Served Other &nfrtg*O<ns. 


At various Umes, in addition to 
his home church, he served two 
congregations south and east of 
Kiowa, near Byron and Huskln. A 
congretraUon northeast of Carleton 
had Mr. Meyer for its minister for 
a Ume, another west of Davenport. 
and a third in Nelson held Sundav 
services when he caine.

NEBRASKA? 


In the year of 1837. wrote Freeman Tilden, in the 


February issue of World's Work, there was a great 
money stringency in the United States and a general 
failure of banks. In that year, the state of Mississippi 
chartered the Union Bank of Mississippi, capitalized 
at $15,500,000. 


There was practically no specie in the state, Mr. 


Tilden asserted, and it was arranged to borrow the 
necessary, funds abroad, with which to launch this 
novel banking experiment, the state endorsing the 
bank's bonds. A following legislature, in order to ex- 
pedite matters, authorized the state to borrow direct- 
ly on its own credit, turn the money over to the bank, 
and take stock in return. The bonds .were sold in 
London to the extent of $5,000,000 and the honor of 
the state was pledged to their payment. 


In this incident occurred one of the events which 


Daniel Webster, then in England, was later to regret 
deeply. For Webster staked his reputation on the 
bonds. He told London underwriters it was unthink- 
able a sovereign state of the United States should 
ever avoid its fair debts. And largely on the strength 
of his warm, whole-hearted approval, the bonds to the 
amount of $5,000,000 were sold in England. Among 
the purchasers abroad were a brother and a sister of 
the wife of the poet, William Wordsworth, and they 
were afterward to engage him in a correspondence 
with American friends of a character which doubtless 
was very distasteful to him. Before the expiration 
of the term of the governor of Mississippi, who had 
projected the idea of a great state central bank, the 
institution was broke as a result of wild-cat prac- 
tices. After chartering the bank and executing the 
bonds, he urged a legislature to repudiate the state's 
solemn obligation, but it refused to follow his leader- 
ship. In 1842, a new governor and a new legislature 
elected on a platform of repudiation renounced the 
obligation. 
• 


Thus the matter stood until 1890, despite the agita- 


tion of foreign bond holders and the unremitting ef- 
forts of the state department at Washington to have 
a sovereign state fulfill its responsibilities. In 1890, 
when the new Mississippi constitution was under con- 
sideration, a clause was incorporated in it providing 
"that no bonds of the Union bank or the Planters 
Bank of Mississippi should ever be redeemed by this 
state." 


That, in the language of the late Theodore Roose- 


velt, is "one of the blackest pages in the financial 
history of America."

Takes Twenty Bushels of Wheat 


To Buy Pair of Shoes Says Will 


LINCOLN'S LOW CRIME COST. 


The people of Lincoln have just cause for a feel- 


ing of pride over that portion of the'Wickersham re- 
port on the cost of crime which refers to this city. In 
the course of its Investigations the commission had 
research work carried on by experienced sociologists 
in 300 different cities, the result being to show that 
only one in the entire country last year spent less 
per capita in apprehending, prosecuting and punish- 
ing criminals than Lincoln. That one city was Gales- 
burg, 111. 


The voluminous report shows that for the purposes 


mentioned Lincoln expended $1.21 per capita, or a 
total of $90,775, while in Galesburg the per capita 
cost was only 92 cents. In Omaha the cost was $2.84 
per inhabitant, costs in other cities ranging as high 
as $11.30 per capita in Jersey City, N. J., which was 
the highest. The per capita cost of Lincoln's police 
force operating expenses was the lowest of any city 
in the country, being only 81 cents. 


There are two reasons for this highly gratifying 


showing, one being the class of citizenship of which 
Lincoln is composed, and the other being the effi- 
ciency of the police department and the men at the 
head of it. Few cities of the size of Lincoln can boast 
of as high a percentage of law abiding' citizens as is to 
be found in this community, this observation not be- 
ing prompted by any feeling of superior righteousness, 
but from intelligent observation. Lincoln is made up 
in unusually • high proportion of home owners, the 
floater and the transient being surprisingly few in 
number. On this account regard for the rights of 
others is manifest to a high degree. 


There have been no scandals in recent years in the 


Lincoln police department, nor has there been any 
hint of graft. Men who live by crime know of these 
conditions and have therefore refrained from at- 
tempting to make this city their headquarters. 
They 


know that there is no such thing as purchasing pro- 
tection, so nothing of the kind is attempted. - It is in 
places where the underworld knows that immunity 
may be had. for a price that crime flourishes and the 
cost of holding the criminal in check bears heavily 
upon the taxpayer. 


Lincoln people are to be congratulated upon the 


showing they make in this section of the Wickersham 
report. At the same - time, however, incidents that 
have occurred within the year should direct atten- 
tion to the fact tnat niggaiulincss with respect to the 
police department may not be true economy. Per- 
haps we can afford to be a little more liberal.

THE MINNESOTA PLAN. 


•Frederick R. Murphy, the able, intelligent, and 


public-spirited publisher of the Minneapolis Tribune, 
has brought forward what he calls the 
Minnesota 


farm plan and he is urging American agriculture be 
reorganized along that line. 


There is nothing drastically revolutionary about it. 


It simply calls for a diversification of the farming 
program and the application of sound business prin- 
ciples. What was done in Minnesota was to persuade 
some of the wheat farmers to devote the major por- 
tion of their acreage to other crops. In 1919, and 
then again in 1920, Minnesota produced more than 
80,000,000 bushels of wheat. Last year, she raised less 
than 20,000,000 bushels. She 
cultivated • as 
much 


land, but it was sowed to crops in which such huge 
surpluses did not prevail. Dairying was the base of 
the diversified farm plan and through its develop- 
ment, the northwest increased the value of its farm 
output $700,000,000. 


In reality, history is repeating, itself. Every great 


wheat growing state ultimately shifts 
to other 


branches of agriculture. In 1850. New York state pro- 
duced more wheat than any other commonwealth in 
the nation. There came a time when the spil -would 
no longer produce enough wheat to make the crop 
profitable and force of nece ity compelled New York 
state farmers to turn their efforts to other channels. 
It is not likely that Nebraska and Kansas will always 
continue to produce'the vast quantities of wheat 
which are raised at this present time. 


Here in Nebraska we have been doing very well in 


dairying. Its development actually got under way 
about the time that the highly successful Murphy 
program was inaugurated in Minnesota. There the 
people went into it more painstakingly and with 
greater resources, for they not only persuaded the 
fanner to plant his land to something besides wheat, 
but they likewise financed him in his new field. Here, 
the individual fanner had to work out his own sal- 


and it is to his splendid credit that butter 


production jumped from 30.000,000 annually to more 
than 100,000,000, in the short space of nine years. 


PEOPLE'S FORUM 


Only a few years ago it had its echo in another 


state, near the source of the great river after which 
Mississippi is named. 
Under the frenzied rule of 


Townleyism, the people of North Dakota chartered 
a state bank, notwithstanding the fact there were 
ample financial agencies already 
in existence to 


handle every demand placed upon them. But this 
bank was to accomplish what no ban~K should under- 
take to do. It was to furnish credit to borrowers, 
whether they had the security to safeguard their 
loans or not. It was to supply the farmers with the 
necessary capital at an interest rate below the actual 
cost of doing business. There was only one possible 
end to such a program, no matter how commendable 
and idealistic the spirit back of its creation was. The 
state bank, which Townley created in the heyday of 
his power, lasted only a short time and in its crash, 
the people of that commonwealth suffered heavy loss. 


Governor Bryan has been toying with the idea of a 


state bank for some time. He had it in mind prior to 
the state convention which drafted the program upon 
which he became a candidate for governor". But,Mr. 
Bryan did not succeed in committing his own party 
to the folly. The plank which his handpicked delega- 
tion from Lancaster-county 'ossed to the resolutions 
committee was promptly and decisively rejected. But 
Mr. Bryan is the nation's outstanding political op- 
portunist. He is not indifferent to the bitterness and 
the discontent arising out of the banking situation 
which has developed in Nebraska in recent years. He 
has been holding his pet theory of a state bank aloft 
like a club and, regardless of whether he has ever 
seriously considered establishing such a system, he 
has at least led many people to believe it is a solu- 
tion of the economic problem. If experience is to be 
worth anything at all. it would be the greatest mis- 
fortune which could befall Nebraska. The two out- 
standing attenipts in the United States to establish 
a great state bank have ended disastrously.

Indeed, it is 
already crumbling, leaving nothing 
to its devotees but futility and de- 
spair. For proof of this read Walter 
Lippmann's "Preface to Morals," and 
"The Modern Temper," by Joseph 
Krutch. The hunger of soul these 
really able books reveal always drives 
men and women to spiritual belicls 
for its satisfaction. 
Romance is steadily gaining in fic- 


tion. Cubistic and other revolution- 
ary schools of the grotesque in art 
are losing their hold. Interpreters ot 
the spiritual life have wearied of ex 
planations which eviscerate faith's 
objectives but do not explain them. 


What took place in the last years 


of the eighteenth century, when the 
"ragged regiments" of Deism beat a 
hasty retreat before the victorious 
apologetic of Bishop Butler of Dur- 
ham, is being repeated now. 


I grant you that the foes of reli- 


gion are open and bitter. But theirs 
is the courage of despair, whereas 
ours is the courage of hope. Conii- 
dence in God and in human nature 
is on the march again. It does not 
have to plan a strategical campaign 
so much as to announce a triumph 
already won. The revival it heralds 
may not be as individualistic and 
emotional as some such historic 
movements were. But it wUl be a 
genuine revival, sweeping away detri- 
mental beliefs and barriers, uniting 
the spiritual forces of the age, in- 
tent on the abolition of war as the 
negation of God, and more firmly 
established in the laws of nature and 
of life. It will not stress escaping a 
ruined earth for a restful heaven, 
but will seek to rebuild the world

Albert Coates Predicts 
Unusual Developments 


Within Ten Years. 


Albert Coates, noted Anglo-Rus- 
sian maestro who has been in New 
York conducting the Lewisohn stad- 
ium concerts heard over the Col- 
umbia system, foresees revolutionary 
changes in radio methods within 
the next few years. 
Few conductors have had more 
experience with the radio than 
Coates. In America, Russia and the 
various European countries, no two 
of which conduct their radio oper- 
ations identically, Coates has broad- 
cast with some of the world's finest 
symphony orchestras. In England 
he was engaged for some time in 
experiments specifically calculated 
to ascertain the conditions under 
which an orchestra should play in 
order to be heard to the best ad- 
vantage over the radio- 
Coates differs radically from the 
majority of famous 
musicians in 
that he has undertaken an unusual 
amount of research to determine 
what are the defects of broadcast- 
ing large orchestras, and having 
diagnosed what he believes to be the 
principal trouble, he has worked out 
a remedy. 


"Battle Isn't Won." 


"We are apt to think that the 
battle has been won when it is pos- 
sible for the broadcasters to elim- 
inate extraneous noise, and present 
our music against a background of 
silence," Coates declared in a re- 
cent interview. "Admittedly, that is 
a very great step forward, but it is 
very far from being all." 
"The outstanding shortcoming of 
radio today is that it presents a 
flat picture,, without much perspec- 
tive, and certamtly with little or no 
depth. It resembles the impression 
you get when you close one ear with 
your finger. The directional powers 
of hearing disappear almost entire- 
ly.

newest developments of radio magic. 
"Engineers tell me it is now pos- 
sible to transmit more than one sig- 
nal at the same time on one chan- 
nel, quite separately and distinctly. 
This is similar to the principle of 
multiple transmission 
along tele- 
phone and telegraph wires, except 
that we have no wires. 
Reverberations Help. 
"It differs from present broad- 
casting in one main feature—the use 
of intermediate frequencies, super- 
impOEPd on the carrier wave- At the 
present 
audio-frequency 
signals 


modify the carrier wave directly. By 
inserting the intermediate frequency 
channels, it is possible to have two 
separate signals on the same carrier. 
"Then if the loud speaker prob- 


lem can be solved, we shall be able 
to hear relative distances and di- 
rections through the radio as if both 
our ears were being used direct in 
the concert hall, opera house, or 
theater Further improvements can 
be made by making use of the re- 
verberations in halls where perform- 
ances take place. Too much dead- 
ening of natural echo tends to give 
an artificial quality to broadcasting 
reproduction."

The community 
velfare interests of thirty-nine mil- 
ion people, or 31 per cent of the 
otal population of the Ulted States 
are now financed and administered 
hrough these agencies. 
This extraordinary spread of the 


Central financing idea commands 
Instant attention as we survey the 
reasons why the president's emer- 
;ency committee for employment 
ooked to the chests for leadersHSp 
in the forthcoming welfare and re- 
ief mobilization. Not only had they 
demonstrated their worth in nor- 
mal times'? but they had already 
been put to the test of emergency 
service. 


For use in 1928 they raised *6T,- 


000,000/Then came the slump, yet 
they raised $73,000,000 for use in 
1929. 
The 
depression 
continued; 


they struck a new high total of $75,- 
000,000 for use in 1930. For 1931, 
the grand total has exceeded $82,- 
000,000. They had been organized so 
solidly, witfi the permanent support 
both of the social agencies and the 
representative 
citizens 
of their 
communities, that economic pres- 
sure seemed, to strengthen rather 
than to weaken their grasp of the 
emergency situation. 
Chests Co-Operate. 
Moreover, the chests consistently 


have practiced teamwork. Although 
every chest is individual in scope, 
organization and policies, according 
to the1 differing requirements of the 
communities they serve, they have, 
through their national association, 
interchanged experiences, and ideas 
and have worked together in devel- 
oping improved methods arid Stan- 
dards. This has enabled them'to co- 
operate without in any sense sacri- 
ficing their essentially local func- 


president's committee knew 
tions. 
The „ 
that the chests would give a bal- 
anced response—they would not al- 
low the general welfare services o: 
their communities to be forgotten 
in spectacular campaigns for emer- 
gency relief. As one welfare leader 
has phrased, it: "We cannot side- 
track ten years of progress in so- 
cial planning just because there is 


an extraordinary relief situation to 
be met." 
As in normal times, the chests 


during the 
entire critical period 


have been fighting for the preser- 
vation of the complete community 
program. They have been insistent 
upon the need for relief funds, both 
from public and private sources, but 
at the same time they have con- 
tinued to champion those preven- 
tive a n d constructive activities 
which contribute so much to rais- 
ing the American standard of liv- 
ing—public health services, charac- 
ter-building 
activities, 
organised 


recreational enterprises a n d sup- 
plementary education. This policy 
will remain in' force during the wel- 
fare and relief mobilization. Recon- 
struction and rehabilitation along 
permanent liens, rather than mere- 
ly ameliorative measures, Will be 
the dominating purpose. 
: 


Public and Private Charity Join. 
In selecting the chests for leader- 


ship the 
president's 'committee 
opened the wav for intelligent co- 
operation between public and pri- 
vate charity. With its grasp of the 
entire community program, and its 
;horough knowledge of community 
resources, the average chest is in 
;he best 
possible position to aid 


local governments in determining 
where private charity leaves off and 
public relief begins. This is of par- 
ticular importance for the reason 
that at least three-quarters of the 
entire direct relief bill during the 
coming fall and winter must be met 
from local tax funds. 
Last year a study made by the 
department of labor of 100 typical 
cities showed that 72 per cent 6f 
the entire relief burden was met 
in this way, and the same ratio met 
well have to be increased substan- 
tially. This combination of public 
and private funds requires intelli- 
gent community planning. It can- 
not be worked out in a hit-fc-miss 
fashion. Where there is an effi- 
ciently 
administered 
community, 


chest, the line of demarcation be- 
tween private' and public responsi- 
bility is far easier to find than in 
a community where all philanthro- 
py is administered on an indepen- 
dent and competitive basis. 


The president's committee was 
confident that the National Associ- 
ation of Community Chests would 
be as well equipped to stimulate 
fund-raising activity and 'adequate 
planning of welfare work in cities 
without 
community dhests as in 
those having chests. Of the 376 cit- 
ies of 25,000 or more population in- 
volVed in the mobilization, 244 have 
chests. In the remaining 132, wel- 
fare and relief work are adminis- 
tered otherwise. The committee as- 
sumed that an organization Which 
had been so conspicuously success- 
ful in rallying community resources 
in chest 
cities would also have 


something to offer in the w&y of 
organization advice and assistance 
in the non-chest continuities.

Not A War Ides. 
Contrary to a prevalent impres- 


sion the community chest was not 
a-creation of the war. The idea 
made its appearance long before 
anad many of the so-called "war 
chests" 
made no 
provision 
for 
peace time work. Nevertheless, it 
was the War which gave the move- 
ment impetus nationally. By dram- 
atizing in a time of emergency the 
potentialities of united effort, the 
war hastened the development of 
an idea whjch had been tested as 
early as 1887 in Denver, and which 
Had been tried out prior to 1917 m 
many-cities such as Cleveland, Day- 
ton. Cincinnati, Baltimore and De- 
troit. 
To my mind the most importan1 


contribution which the chest meth- 
od has made to present day life is

"This concept was prevalent/wher

In principle and in practice th 
community chest is founded, on th 
doctrine of "local responsibility fo 
local needs." The community chest 
indeed, seem made to order for ser 
vice in meeting the present emer 
gency on this basis.

My wife can 
always go back to her former work 
and is quite capable of making a 
good living for herself and the baby 
II that is necessary. 


It seems to me that there is one 


thing I must do if I have any man- 
hood left at all. Naturally I must 
free her while she is young and at- 
tractive so that she may marry 
again if she so desires — a better 
marriage, I hope. Just how to go 
about this I do not know. I have 
told her nothing of my present con- 
dition. We own our home, it is en- 
tirely clear. I nave been able to 
make investments that bring her a 
few hundred dollars a year, and I 
thave kept all my war risk insurance 
in her name.

sent out, and the people responded 
as to their coming. 


One particular day, Mr. Meyer ar- 


rived early. Nobody appeared, but 
his hosts urged him to wait, as a 
large number had wanted to come 
and would be disappointed if he 
left. He had dinner, and no com- 
municants. Urged to remain longer, 
he stayed for supper, and no con- 
gregation arrived Determined fin- 
ally to return home, his hosts per- 
suaded him to wait just a little 
longer, as the people had said they 
would come, and a promise was a 
promise.Held Late Sen-ice. 


At 10 o'clock, the first members 


arrived, and Mr. Meyer Conducted 
the service and preached in Ger- 
man. As soon as he had finished, a 
man rose and asked for a sermon in 
English. Mr. Meyer agreed, and it 
was about 1 o'clock before that 
.long-awaited service came to a 
close. 
A congregation of another de- 
nomination had 
trouble with its 
minister, and a number of them, 
Polish folk, came to Mr. Meyers' 
service. He has always felt he 
might have later received them as 
members, but that his time was so 
taken up that he had but little op- 
portunity to know'them. 
When the weather was tend, Mr 
Meyer could go in a buggy, but 
when it rained or snowed, as it 
frequently did. and the roads were 
deep with mud, be went on horse 
back. He recalls crossing the Blue 
when it was very high, when the 
water was up to his chin and the 
horse only had the tip of its nose 
out of water. 
"That really wasn't anything," he 
deprecates. "I was young and 
strong, and I was able to stand the 
strain. In fact* I liked adventures 
of that sort. There was a joy in it. 
"When I crossed the Blue, I was 
on my way to a place where the 
people wanted to form a congrega- 
tion. I'd * told them I'd be there, 
and I wanted to make it. Any way, 
I could swim, so it didn't really 
count much." 
Braved Many Blizzards. 


Blizzards were almost as much a 
part of the early pastor's life as his 
sermons. 
Before the state was 
heavily populated, blizzards swept 
across with the most amazing 
fierceness, and many a Sunday Mr. 
Meyer started out to another charge 
in the midst of a blinding snow fall. 
For the most part, he depended 
upon his own sense of direction, 
fixing upon a point and working to- 
ward it, but at times he used his 
compass, when the snow became so 
heavy that objects on the landscape 
were blotted out. 
Holding his many services toot 
soma thoughtful 
planning. 
Mr. 
Meyer tried lo Iiold three morning 
services each month at his own 
church, and at one of the afcaliary 
congregations in the afternoon. On 
the remaining Sunday, he drove to 
another community for the morning 
church and to a second in the aft- 
ernoon.Onilhies His Sermons. 


For the first two or three years 


of h3S pastorate. Mr. Meyer wrote 
his sermons, but when he added so 
many services to his original charge, 
he did not have the tame to prepare 
a written manuscript for each con- 
gregation, and he disapproved of 
repeating a discourse Since that 
time, he has chosen a text, pre- 
pared a formal outline, and spofccn 
from that outline as the people be- 
fore him have inspired. Mr Meyer 
has an excellent memory, and 
speakine from his prepared outline 
has always been rather nmpte 
Mr. Meyer now holds morning and 
evening "service each Sunday—for 
half a centurv he has been absent 
from his pulpit only on a couple of 
short vacations and durine ts-o or 
three illnesses—and Lenten scroces 
In the beginning, Mr. M^yer rave 
English sermons onlv by request. 
but he now gins about half in each 
language. 
The parsonaee 3s clcr,c bv the 
church, and Mr. Mejer resides with 
his farnilr 
H* carps for a «?nfll3 
garden, in addition to his pastoral 
duties His children are Mrs Alma 
Mueller. Mrs 77 C Tepstn of Lin- 
coln, Misses LydJS, Irene and Gcrt- 
nx3e, at home, and John and Her- 
man.
